French tutor to the German Emperor, 
r > ales startling revelations concerning the 
caiser's malady. M. Pigeon is a French 
writer and litterateur whose signature is 
familiar’ to the readers of many Paris 
publications. Hisintimate acquaintance 
with the emperor in earlier days and his 
standing in Paris give great weight to M. 
Pigeon’s’ discussion of the threatening 
malady. . 


According to his disclosures the affliction 
from which the emperor is suffering is not 
of recent appearance, as officially pro- 
claimed, but has affected the patient’ since 
his boyhood. It made its appearance first 
when the present emperor, then the eldest 
son of .Crown Prince Frederick, was at- 
tending the university at Bonn in 1879. An 
operation was undertaken at this time, 
which temporarily relieved but failed to 
cure the trouble, 


In the next ten years the young prince 
suffered repeatedly from the recurrence of 
the disease and his hearing was sensibly 
affected, Soon after his accession to the 
throne a second operation was performed 
3 resulted in another temporary re- 

ee ; 

Two months ago a third operation was 
undertaken, but was kept secret in the 
hope that the Emperor would recover suf- 
ficiently to avoid the necessity of public 
dissemination of the news of his condi- 
tion. This operation was not as successful 
as the previous ones and was followed Nov. 
7 by a fourth, concerning the cause and 
effect of whith meager information has 
been allowed to reach the public. 

Further information made public by Mr. 
Pigeon is to the effect that while Dr. Mor- 
ritz Schmidt, the noted specialist, is osten- 
sibly in charge of the treatment, he has 
in reality declined to assume sole cespon- 
sibility for the royal patient, and that the 
Laryngological Society is directing ‘the aase 
through the physician, in charge.

CONTRACTS ARE DISCREDITED 


Supreme Court’s Decision That Let- 
tings Were Illegal Involves Fu- 
ture Payments of $800,000 


The Supreme Court's decision freeing Ed- 
ward Butler from punishment for alleged 
attempted bribery has intensified the fight 
metween the Butler forces and the ad- 
ministration for control of the garbage 
situation. 

Since the establishment of the present 
system of garbage reduction in St. Louis 
in 1880, Edward Butler has controlled it. 
Incidentally, he has for ten years controlled 
garbage collection. 

Since the making of the present reduc- 
tion contract, out of which the attempted 
britery charge grew, the Butler corpora- 
tions have been drawing about $265,000 an- 
nually from the city treasury on garbage 
contracts. 

Mayor Wells believes that the sum men- 
tloped is largely in excess of what the 
city should pay for the disposal of its gar- 
bage. Since taking office he has repeatedly 
urged the framing of legislation to change 
the system and reduce the cost to the tax- 
payers. 

These bills have been framed and intro- 
duced in the Council, providing for the 
letting of a new contract for garbage re- 
duction in November, 1904, under new terms 
and conditions, which, it is held, would 
practically eliminate Butler. Prior to the 
decision the Butler forces had plaaned to 
either amend the bills in their interest or 
to kill them, when they reached the House 
of Delegates. + , 

Now that Judge Fox holds that the pres- 
ent garbage reduction contract is illegal, 
both the administration and the Butlers 
are given new points on which to battle. 


City Expected 
to Stop Payment 


A battle royal is gure to occur, never- 
theless, when the bills reach the House of 
Delegates, just as it would had the 
decision not been announced at this partic- 


ular time. But the contest is likely to take 
another form before that time. 

According to Judge Fox, the Board of 
Health had no power to let the existing 
garbage reduction contract. It is a fair 
resumption, therefore, that all acts grow- 
fn out of the contract are illegal. 

Dudet the cantract the city has paid the 
St. Louis Sanitary Co. about $275,000. Had 
the contract not been declared invalid, the 
same Butler corporation would receive 
about $115,000 afiditional from the city be- 
tween now and next November. 

It is believed that the city will not pay 
ore cent to the sanitary company. 

The contract with the Excelsior Hauling 
Co. was let in 1898 by the Board of Health) 
It is presumed, from Judge Fox's decision 
in regard to the collateral contract, that 
this contra is also invalid. 

Under th contract the city has paid 
the exce)sior company, of which Edward 
Butler's son, John R. Butler, is president, 
$652,400. If the city refuses to pay any more 
money under the contract, the excelsior 
company will lose about $680,000 which it 
would have received from the city but 
for Judge Fox's ruling. 

That the Butler forces will strive des- 
perately to prevent the loss of this $700,- 
000 n not said. . 

The general impression is that, regard- 
lees of the Fox decision, the two companies 
Will go on collecting and reducing gar- 
until the city tells them to stop or 
es to cash their monthly vouchers.

The Georgia Baptist Congress, probably 
the strongest, certainly the wealthiest ne- 
gro oganization in the South, now in session 
here. suggests these ideas as a sure cure 
of the great evils now and for the last 30 
years a menace to the peace and good order 
of this southland. 

The Georgia Baptist congress, 500 dele- 
gates, representing 1409 dongregations, 
cpened its thirty-fourth annual session 
here on Wednesday. It is a congress com- 
posed of the most influential, best educat- 
ed and most refined negroes of the state. 
In it is represented more than three-fifths 


of the negro wealth of the stafe. In it are 
educators second only to Booker T. Wash- 


ington. and pulpit orators whose eloquence 
and intellectual equipment have attracted 
the attention of the learned men of the 
Seuth and the educated visitor from the 
North. One of the congregations represent- 
ed is the oldest negro church in the world, 
the First African Baptist Church of Sav- 
annah, the age of which is almost 100 
years, its first pastor having been a slave, 
a coachman in the Lawton family, who for 
years gave him his Sunday in order that 
he might from that pulpit instruct nis 
felicw slaves in matters réligifus. 

At the session of the Congress today 
resolutions dealing with assault and 
lynch law were presented, in which the 
existence of these two crimes were assert- 
ed, and in which the existing Jim Crow 
car clause was indorsed. 

Attacks on women 
the resolutions read, to the perni ous, 
poisonous, maddening, reason-dethron- 
ing liquor sold. The resolutions declare a 
better grade of whisky consumed by the 
negro would tend to make his crimes less 
brutal. it calls for the appointment of a 
whisky inspector vy demands that the 
law fix the minimu price of a drink at 
$1.

In “The Duke Decides,” (A. Wessels Co., 
New York) Mr. Headon Hill, who has 
also written By a Hair's Breadih,” shows 
us what a man of fervid Imagination can 


do on a diet of Sherlock Holmes and 
with the encouragement of a mystery-lov- 
ing public. 

_ “The Duke Decides” is a thriller from 
Thrillertown. In the very first chapter 
we encounter a remarkable young En- 
Slishman, who, stranded in this country. 
consents to work with a band of interna- 
tional criminals in placing 43,000, 00 of 
forged United States bonds with the Bank 
ef England. This is the hero of the story, 
mind you—and on the evening of the very 
day when he enters into this crime-all- 
ence he receives a cablegram telling him 
he has fallen heir to the Dukedom of 

Beaumonoir, with a rent-rolk of £100,000 
per annum. 

And now it is up to the Duke to decide. 
He has associated himself with the forg- 
er gang, headed by the mysterious Mr. 
Zeigier in London—a character at first 
very much on the order of Sherlock 
fearful antagonist, Moriarity— 
with the distinct understanding that he 
is to be murdered if he withdraws. Shall 
he withdraw, now that he is the wealthy 
Duke of Beaumonoir, or shall he play 
for safety“ by assisting the Zlegler gang 
to rob the Bank of England, counting on 
his newly attained high position to keep 
him from being suspected?

Among the first to be re- 
ceived is “Wonderfolk in Wonderland,“ by 
Edith Guerrier, with illustrations by Edith 
Brown (Small, Maynard & Co., Boston), 
and the two Ediths have managed to pro- 
duce a very fascinating volume for child- 
, ish delectation. All sorts of strange and 
igrotesque creations are encountered and 
the things they do and say are calculated 
to fill the juvenile mind with delighted 
amazement. 

Quite a pretty Christmas publication, 
also, is the Jewel Story Book, by Flor- 
ence A. Evans (Saalfield Publish'ng Co., 
Chicago), illustrated by W. H. Fry, in 
which each of the many gems in her moth- 
er's jewel box tells its distinctive story to 
little Dorothy on a certain night when 
the child is alone in the room with them. 
The various recitals are instructive as well 
as entertaining and the volume in which 
they are) collected is attractively published. 


“The Rambillicus Book,“ by Walt Me- 
Dougall (George W. Jacobs & Co.), is a 
feat of imagination in the line of the gro- 
tesque and humorous that has seldom been 
equaled. The Rambillicus is a benevolent 
and jovial creature whose acquaintance 
children will be pleased to make. There 
are also such oddities as the Skimolix, 
The Humpbacked Ultimatum, The Panjan- 
drum, and other queer and amusing mon- 
Sters. The boy or girl who reads this book 
will have plenty of material for a year's 
funny dreams, 

In “Jungle Larks,’’ by Gar (R. H. Gar- 
man), we meet the real animals, but so 
copiously transfused with the humor of the 
artist, that we hardly recognize them. They 
are full of delightful pranks, and the little 
reader is sure of many good laughs while 
looking over the book, which is printed in 
the most cheery colons, (Chicago: Laird 
& Lee.) 


The Songs of the Trees’’ is a book which 
combines instruction with enjoyment. It is 
made up of pictures, rhymes and tree bi- 
ographies, by Mary Y. Robinson, with mu- 
sic by Josephine Robinson. The publishers, 
the Bobbs-Merrill Co. of Indianapolis, have 
given it a delightful holiday dress. It is 
not a cheap book, but one worth treasur- 
ing for its inherent merits. The young per- 
son who gets it will thereafter have a 
kéener enjoyment of the glories of nature, 
whether in city park or country wild. 


In “Densiow’s Humpty Dumpty and 
Other stories,’’ the good old nursery 
rhymes are treated in an original and 
novel fashion.
